IN a previous article, it waa stated that natlfj gv a rybo d y has tn- 
berculosis at MM ttea or other dtirlnghis lifetime. Autopsies on 
jieople have shown that hardiv a single luitunn being reaches 
niHtiire life ivithont a sear oii liis limes or i Isi wliere showing 
where tuberculosis had attacked liitii, and lir, by hi'; normal resist" 
anee and vitality, had wanli d olT the coniiiiiu! .,; ihr atlack. 

Heeanse tuberciilosiB ir* so widespread, evcrv man, woman and 
child should give the most lan ul nttmtion to those signs of tli'' 
disease which point out danger. Tha traaoharona disaaia gensa may 
enter the body tB mtt^ mUBMd nd not oaiaa nf larious 
troabla for tan flflMa ymn. Than, all of a iaddwfc wkan the 
body is weakened bj orerwark, worry, siekiiesB, or baa ttrtng and 
working conditions, these sleeping germs wake up and become ac- 
tive in the destruction of the lungs or other organs. The working 
man or woman, thi n fore, cannot be too eareful in the safeguarding 
(if health and in watching out for tliose symptoms which indicate 
that the disease ot t 'iln i i ulosi-- is actually present. What, then, 
are some of the danger signals and what should be done about them? 

( 1 ) First of all, thara is a cough that hangs on and will not 
clear up. If it lasts for a month or longer, it ia a red lights a danger 
xignal, which you cannot i^ord to ignore. It nay aUirft with wet 
feet or some athar inaignHlaant circumstanee, bat no mattar how the 
eoof h started, if it does not go away, see your doctor at Maa. Colds 
freqnently weaken tlie bodily tone and roiiiteMa, ao that II ia easy 
for the lurking germs to get a foothold. 

[2) Loss of weight, accompanied by a loss of appetite, and a car- 
tain amount of "stomach trouble ' is another danger signal, which 
you must not pass unheedfd. Sometimes loss of weight may conie 
from some other caune than tuberculosis, but it pays to bojan^your 
(Hiard. Yon may not have a cough, and yon may' expcriaSi Tery 
little tronble except a aort of ehronie weariness. You ou|^t to know 
vhat your normal weight ahonld be. If yon begin to loan ten, ten 
or mora pounds without any apparent reason, look for sound med- 
ical advice at once. Sometimes with loss of weight goes a loss of 
appetite, jind trouble wth bowels and slouiach, even running to 
diarrhea. "Whether y >'i are losiii(r iiiueh weijrht or not, look out for 
this daiit-'er sijriiiil. It is a wariiinL' tliiit sntnething is wrong. 

' Ti Then there ia that run-down, all-the-time-tired feelbig. Most 
people have daya when they feel unusually tired, for some reason 
or other. Such an oeeasiooal period of "spring fever" or "lazy 
liver" nay not be at all dangerous, but when every day for two or 
three weeks you hate to get up and dread to do anything but lie 
around and he lazy, there is danger ahead. Tkbi ia Nature's warn- 
ing to you i';,'!t ^•<'.<:i- ell. 'iiy inside your body ia a^ipiBg your 
vitality. Don't ignore the warning signal! 

(4) Anyone of tiie i!iree symptoms just in- r.' ;.';ii d may occur 
^•ngIy or .'ill of tlierii may come at one time. When, to any or all, 
there is added a fever in the lata aftarnoon or during tha night, 
accompanied possibly by sweats, bawart ol tUf daafor aigaaL It 
is a bright red flag which Nature wavcB bafore yon, cantioaing you 
to give immediate heed. Anyoqe'a tenperatare may riae at times, 
aome people 'a more easily than othera. But when for a week every 
afternoon about four or five o'clock you've felt feverish, or when 
night after night yon wake up in a dripping sweat, you may rest 
hKKiired that there is nothing normal about that. <in to your doctor 
•it once and tell bi!ii about it. You may have no cough and no other 
sign of disease, and thia nay bo tha Only waraJoff yovll gat Give 

heed to it at once. 

(5^ If you have a cov|^ aad in ipitting you find streaks of 
blood in your sputum, yoa mtj raat aanirod that aeaMtUog is 
wrong. It may not be a direct nga of tubereulosia, hot whatever it 
ia, you should attend to it at once. You cannot afford to waste 
time putting it off. Nature may give you that more eraphatio 
warning of the presence of tuberculosis, a hemorrhage of tlie lungs. 
If so, don't be scared tinduly. It is a danger signal, and if you 
heed it. you may be safe. 

There are other danger s:trna1s. some wliieli yon enn se.^ and 
some which only a ifiiined [.jiysicia!! can ileti et. Your safety lies 
in getting medical attention as early as possible. Tuberculosis can 
be cured if it is discovered in time. The time to discover it is w hen 
the first sytuptoms show' themselves. Don't take chanoas with 
Death. Ton'u loM every time. 

Go to a good doctor, if yon notice any of these danger signal;), 
and insist that he oTaniine you stripped to the wnist. If you can't 
afford a doctor, go to a free clinic and be examined. It may cost 
n few dollars to he examined, but it mftv save you hundreds of 
dollars, untold Buffering, and possibly your Ufe and that of your wife 
and familv.

PROFITS OF SHEEP MEN CUT 



Depredations of Dogs Caute Immensa 
Annual Loss to tha Ralaara 
ef Mm Animalfc 

Thirtywriz of the states of the 

tTnion are classified as agricultural 
states. The Tnited Stat4'8 depart- 
ment of iij;riciiltiire Ini.s recently 
otnpleted an estimate of the num- 
ber of sheep killed by dogs eyery 
vcar. The estimate is ba8«'d upon 
dgures eollected for 1!U;}. It shows 
that in the .^6 agricultural states the 
innual loss totals 107,760. Ohio's 
loss reaches 15,500 yearly; Indiana, 
12,000; Iowa, 11,000; Kentucky, 
6,600; Illinois, 1,920 and other 
statea in proportion. 

The total loss compared with the 
number of sheep shown by the 1910 
ctmsus soems small. It is less than 
one per cent of the sheep population 
3f the eonatry. However, that sheep 
grower who is getting a n^turn of 
five per cent on his investment, tak- 
ing oil • year with another, is doing 
wi'll. This makes a loss of one per 
cent loom up dangerously. Nor is 
the loss of one per cent from dog 
depredationa the worst feature of the 
situation. The dread of what dogs 
may do to the flock is preventing any 
increase in sheep keeping. To the 
question, "What causes are prevent- 
ing an increase in sheep raising?" 
531 of 894 growers answsfed

Frankfort. Ky., July 9.— "Pear 
black" 'IV "Mack blight," an infec- 
tious disease which has infested or* 
ehards in the United States for a 
century, is making ssrions ravages 
in Kentucky, particularly amont; the 
pear trees: but it has also made in- 
roads in apple and quince orchards 
The disease has become so wide- 
spread that J. H. Carmody, 
horticulturist at the State Experi- 
ment Station, told Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. W. Newman that he 
would not advise the planting of 
pear trees until some way to cope 
with the blight has been iliscovered. 

Commissioner Newman has re- 
ceived many inquiries about the 
pest, but said that he will not issue 
a bulletin. The subject is thorough- 
ly covered in a bulletin issued by the 
State Experiment Station, and may 
be obtained there upon requoat. 

This is the time of the year to eut 
off the infeete<l twigs, as the extent 
of the spore's oporation can be seen. 
After the leaves fall off it cannot be 
determined where tha amputation 
should take place.

Noth- 
ing would give me more pleasure 
than to do this, but at this time I 
cannot .see my way clear to encour- 
age the hope, as 1 expect my plans 
will not permit of my enjoying this 
great pleasure. However, my heart 
and spirit and thoughts will be with 
you all upon that date. 

"1 enclose herein data desired for 
files. 

"Yours very sincerely. 
JNO. P. CAMPBELL." 

Mr. Campbell was the third Jno. 
P. Campbell of his name and leaves 
a SOD of the tame name. 

His grandfkthor was President of 
the Bank of Hopkinsville .'0 years 
ago; his father was a member of Con- 
gress in the sixties. Mr. Campbell 
was born in this city and hia first 
wife was Miss Birdie Fowler, of Pa- 
ducah. His mother was a sister of 
Senator Faulkner and Judge Faulk- 
ner of West Virginia. He left here 
in early manhood and locatad in Bal- 
timore. 

He was a splendid type of man, 
intelligent, handsome and of distin- 
guished ancestry on both sides.
